State of Siege in Essen. 

A state of siege was declared at 
Essen this afternoon to keep the 
streets clear, but otherwise the valley 
was quiet. 

The French troops advanced today 
as far east as Hagen, Unna and Hamm. 
| They are expected to reach the limit 
of occupation as planned at present 
tomorrow, but in most places the num- 
ber of troops that will be left will be 
small. Reinforcements are going for- 
ward by rail, and the road movements 
probably will be completed by Satur- 
day. 

The occupied area contains 90 per 
cent of the German coal mines, the na- 
tion’s greatest industries and its prin- 
cipal] arteries of commerce. 


Heavy Guns Support Troops. 

I visited Dortmund, Lunen, Reck- 
linghausen, and Bochum, and I saw 
‘a number of small columns, including 
light and heavy artillery, cavalry, and 
armored cars moving forward. The 
infantry is traveling in combination 
trains, consisting of freight cars for 
supplies and third class coaches for the 
men. The well known “ forty hommes 
and eight chevaux” is in the discard. ! 
All the units are composed of native 
Frenchmen. I have met no Algerians, 
Moroccans, or Tunisians. 

Throughout the valley smoke con- 
tinues to pour out of hundreds of chim- 
neys and most of the men were at work 
when the troops passed. The men 
kept their heads turned away, while 
the women peeped out of the curtains 
at the soldiers. Boys wearing the round 
caps of the German soldiers aped their 
elders, although they looked as if they 
would have likéd to have investigated 
more closely. The latter attitude was 
quite noticeable through the young- 
sters’ interest in the rolling kitchens. 

Poila Enjoying “ Show.” 

The poilu in bringing a faint touch 
of war into the Ruhr, seems to ignore 
the state of mind of the populace and 
apparently he is enjoying his experi- 
ence as much as the Americans who 
are now fighting their last battle at 
Coblenz. 

The sang froid of the poilu is ad- 
mirable. During the day unescorted 
wagons and lone cyclists are seen 
along the roads, but at night the 
French soldiers are wise enough to 
keep close to quarters. 

Dortmund tonight was occupied by 
only 200 French troops, but during the 
\day more than 4,000, with armored 
cars and tanks, passed through en 
route to Hamm.

Herr Becker, the economic minister, 
asserted that Wilhelmstrasse offered to 
give the French English coal to make 
good on the default, but France re 
fused. Production in the Ruhr has 
diminished 20 per cent since the occu- 
pation. 

Threatened with an invasion from 
the east, harassed internally by na- 
tlonalistic and communistic agitations, 
and its very economic existence men- 
aced with the French occupation of 
the Ruhr industrial and mining zone, 
Germany today is facing its gravest 
crisis since the Kapp revolt. 

Stone French Troops, 

Already there has been bloodshed in 
the Ruhr, while reports of grumblings 
of workers from Steele tonight indi- 
cate that there will be further clashes 
between the French troops and the 
Germans. The infuriated population 
called names and threw stones at sol- 
diers passing through Steele today, 
and the French commander said he 
would order his troops to shoot if this 
were repeated. The temper of the 
crowds in the various occupied dis- 
tricts is mounting, threatening a repe- 
tition of last night's shooting at Bo- 
chum. 

Lincoln Byre of the New York Her- 
ald, 8. D. Weyer of the International 
News Service, and an English corre- 
spondent were badly beaten up in an 
Essen café when Germans accused 
them of talking French. Knives were 
pulled in the scuffle and the Americans 
suffered slight stabs. 

“Coal Deliveries Treason.” 

A leading German industrial leader 
told Tue TRIBUNE tonight that deliv- 
ery of coal to the entente without per- 
mission from Wilhelmstrasse would 
be treason. 

The Moscow Third Internationale is 
advising the Ruhr miners to strike.

Ring maneuvers to split up the op 
position in the Republican primary for 
the benefit of Minority Mayor Thomp- 
son were frustrated yesterday by an 
all-around agreement that made Post- 
master Arthur C. Lueder the coalition 
Republican candidate for mayor. 

Primarily he is the choice of 300 men 
and women “representing a cross sec- 
tion of Chicago,” who saw the neces- 
sity of concentrating majority senti- 
ment against the machine and organ- 
ized the citizens’ mayoralty committee 
for that purpose. 


Two Eligibles Offered. 


Postmaster Lueder and A. A. 4Mc. 
Cormick were the two eligibles recom- 
mended to the anti-ring Republicans 
for consideration. The Brundage and 
Crowe groups indorsed Lueder almost 
immediately and the Deneen group 
now has joined in hearty support of 
his candidacy. 

The leaders of all three groups say 
they are more closely in accord now 
than at any time since the battle 
against the Thompson-Lundin ring be- 
gan. They are enthusiastic over the 
outlook. vf. 
“And the*fews of Lueder’s” selection 
was received joyfully among the rank 
and file of the anticity hall forces in 
all sections of the city. As soon as 
his selection was made known he was 
swamped with demands for his appear- 
ance at ward meetings and he ap- 
peared at two of them last night. 

Attorney General Brundage, leaving 
early to go to Marion for the closing 
arguments in the Herrin massacre 
trial, told the Forty-fourth ward or- 
ganization at a dinner at the Park- 
way hotel thet he had asked Lueder 
to appear for a few minutes if pos 
sible. 

“Big, Real American.” 

“We have a big, strong, real Amer- 
ican as our candidate,” he said and 
the audience cheered. 

But those cheers were insignificant 
in contrast to the reception given the 
postmaster shortly afterward. Before 
he could catch his breath he was forced 
to speak. | 

“If 1 am nominated and elected,” he 
said, “I shall use all my energy, my 
every effort, to give the people an ad- 
ministration of which they ‘can be 
proud.” 

The cheering that followed was du- 
plicated when he appeared at a meet- 
ing of the regular Forty-seventh Ward 
Republican club at Montzose and Lin- 
coln avenues. Resolutions indorsing 
him and pledging the active support 
of the organization were adopted unan- 
imously. 

Plan Notification Meeting. 

Since he is the candidate of the citi- 
zens’ committee rather than of any of 
the three groups, it is probable that
